And, after all, in lad or lass, that 
is the main thing. It it not whu 
actually learned, but what no* it rendered 
capable of prosecuting that ordinary edu 
cation avails for, 

Now, let none •uppoie that we are »u 
sordid, stingy, base, brutal, and deceitful 
ss to prohibit the cultivation of the gnvcea, 
elegancies, and mwiit plairirt of life on a 
pastoral or agricultural tuition, On 
the contrary, we should, outtelvet, con- 
sider a pianoforte an indispensable article 
of furniture in our tlab hut. And whei 
tre retire to the solitudes, we shall nut 
fail, if at all in our power, to 
make arrange men! I for occasional inn- 
ply of both light and heavy literature, 
and, in particular, a good daily newt- 
paper. 

OurTiewi of employment tor young 
wiimen, it will be perceived, are quite 
different from what tie have disclosed 
respecting yuung men. They art dif- 
ferent at the present time, and for thit 
colony, from what we would, perhaps, 
hold at to other timet and other countries. 
The circumstances., the necetatities, the 
object* in view, are different. Aa we have 
explained, the scarcity of young women 
ll to noturiout, that the htghesl degree uf 
a< complishnieult do nut disparage them. 
Let Uuir Lutei be (in to highly refined, 
their knowledge ever so exteutive, their 
trlillic skill equal la professional, we 
have no choice. We mutt take them in 
ihe trust that their good sense, and ihtir 
tact, and their adaptability, tud their love, 
will lead them to nick up the useful also, 
and iccammudale tnemtelveg to the incon- 
venient, or unaccustomed. And to be 
sure, the dear creature*, that mil be 
the result, more especially with those who 
for toiue yean, won't lie ready, and are, 
by the want uf haudmctdens, comj>elled 
to allend to the menial departments of 
their own homei. We lay it down as an 
axiom intuitive, at least a proposition in- 
controvertible, that the young woman 
who can do one thing well, may take up 
anything elte within the scope of house- 
hold duties. Other work we do not de- 
lire to see them engaged in, though we 
dare tay tome people have heard of theni 
loading guns, and have aeetn I Hem acquit 
ihemtelves bravely ia the ranks of the 
reapers. We have ouraetvei, in the old 
country, admired (heir peculiar excellence 
in hanuweedtng turnips . for which lltey 
art belter filled than men, betauae lltey 
do not require to stoop ao Tar. But 
their proper place is indoort — and there 
they ought tu rule. 

We shall be sadly misconceived if we 
be supposed to say, or imply, that lo a 
man uf moderate meant, resident any dis- 
tance from town, an accomplished woman 
is an unsuitable wife. Her qualifications 
aa an active housekeeper ate not only nut 
incompatible with (hate or a superior de- 
t-ri prion ; but in a short time after mar> 
nage the latter will Ugio (if Ihry have 
for t time been unused) to come again 
intu requisition.
